F o r to o th ache, co lic, o r any 
disease requiring warm applicatio ns, 
it is inv aluable, as it retains its 
heat a lo ng time; and it is greatly 
to lie preferred to ho t, wet emo l­ 
lients, which so o n get co ld and un­ 
co mfo rtable. 
The bag and all can 
be p ut o n a tin pan and warmed in 
the o v en; but it is better to rip a 
small ho le in the bag, and em pty 
the salt o ut into the pan to heat. 
After it is ho t it can be put back 
with a large spo o n, and the ho le 
sewed up in a mo ment.

It is true 
th a t the co dling m o th usually de­ 
po sits her eggs in the blo sso m end o l 
the apple, bn t until the fruit is as 
large as a walnut, the blo sso m end 
is turned upwards. Alter this the 
weight o f the apple liends the fruit 
o v er. 
Between the time o f blo sso m­ 
ing and the fruit (lending do wn with 
its o wn weight, the spraying m aybe 
do ne w itho ut danger o f injury to 
liees. There is, therefo re, no inco m­ 
patibility lietween the fruit-gro wing 
and ho ney-pro ducing industries if 
the pro per precautio ns are o bserv ed.

. A Frightfu l Accident. 
Ju dge Geo. W. Holland was seri­ 
ou sly , if not fatally , inju red on Satu r­ 
day night of last week b y b eing 
thrown from a carriage b ehind a ru n­ 
away team. 
A party of ladies and 
gentlemen had b een attending a party 
at the residence of Miss Fannie Lou ise 
Smith, near Perch Lake in Cass 
cou nty , and were retu rning ab ou t I 
o’clock. 
The carriage in which Jndge 
Holland was riding also contained 
Alec. McNau ghton, Miss Ella Rob in­ 
son and Miss Lizzie Tennis. Du ring 
the ride the carriage collided with a 
stu mp and the pole was b roken. It 
was discovered and was repaired as 
well as cou ld b © b y straps and it was 
thou ght to b e safe enou gh u ntil the 
party wou ld arrive at their homes, 
which was only a short distance, 
b u t it seems that when the vehicle 
came u pon the Mississippi wagon 
b ridge the pole parted again and let 
tho carriage u pon tne horses’ heels 
and they started on a ru n and soon 
b ecame u nmanageab le, the u ngu ided 
carriage plu nging from side to side 
nearly half way over the b ridge. Mr. 
McNau ghton ju mi>ed from his seat 
and endeavored to stop the frightened 
horses b u t a su dden plu nge b rou ght 
the carriage u p against the b ridge 
timb ers and went to pieces, throwing

Help was su mmoned from the Sani­ 
tariu m, close at hand, and lie was 
carried on a cot to the Arlington 
Hotel. 
He did not regain consciou s­ 
ness and has b een in a deep sleep 
nearly all the time since. 
A b lood 
vessel in the b rain was ru ptu red and 
which has resu lted in paraly sis of his 
right side. 
All that medical aid 
cou ld do has b een done for him, and 
it is thou ght that he is a little easier 
to-day , althou gh he is b y no means 
ou t of danger. 
The phy sicians state 
that if the b lood alx*orl>s and doe:* 
not clot in his b rain he will prob ab ly 
recover, b u t if not, inflammation will 
set in with fatal resu lts. 
The greatest 
sy mpathy is expressed on all sides 
and it is sincerely hoped b y every 
person in the city that he will recover 
as his death wou ld b e a calamity , not 
only at home b u t to the entire north­ 
ern part of the state. 
The other memb ers of the party 
were not inju red to any extent ex­ 
cepting a few b ru ises and scratches. 
It is the greatest wonder in the 
world that some of them were not 
precipitated into the nver b elow as 
the b ridge is not a tight one, only b e­ 
ing gu arded b y a slight railing.

Claims Mr. Spencer Worked the 
Council. 
The case of the First National 
Bank of Brainerd, against the Brain­ 
erd Street itailway Company and C. 
F. and Sara E. Kindred and A. E. 
Taplor, to recover $4,(X)2.50 was trans­ 
ferred yesterday from the district 
court of Crow Wing county to the 
United States circuit court upon the 
affidavits of C. F. Kindred, Sara E. 
Kindred, J. B. Douglass und H. D. 
Powers, under the act of congress of 
March, 1887. 
The act provides, says 
the Pioneer Press, that where in any 
state court an action is brought, in 
which local mfiuence and prejudice 
may imperil the interests of either 
party, the sumo may be presented to 
the court and the cause transferred to 
the United States courts. 
The pre­ 
sent case is tin* first one ever trans­ 
ferred under the act in Minnesota 
since the decision of Judge Brewer on 
the case of Short vs. the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Com­ 
pany, in which he held the law to be 
constitutional. 
The action is based 
upon a note given by the Brainerd 
Street Hail way company to the bank 
and endorsed by C. F. Kindred and 
Sara E. Kindred, for the sum of $4.- 
000, with $2.50 for the fees paid in 
protesting the note. 
For answer, the 
defendant, Kindred, sets up a state­ 
ment. of facts as follows: That he de­ 
posited in the case of H. J. Spencer, 
president of the 
plaintiff's 
bank, 
bonds of the street railway company 
to the amount of $51,000 as collateral 
security for the note endorsed by 
him, and that said bonds were worth 
at that time $30,000. 
That Spencer 
induced the city council of Brainerd 
to annul, cancel and avoid the fran­ 
chise of t he railway company whereby 
the bonds 
were 
made worthless. 
Therefore a judgment for the balance 
of $26,000 is asked by the said de­ 
fendant. 


L aboring men are warned to keep 
away from the Saginaw Valley, by 
the Bay City, Mich., Times. 
The 
Trades Council of that city has fram­ 
ed an article which is being circulated 
to the effect that advertisements for 
men to work in the mills, factories 
and pineries are to keep the wages 
down by bringing in large numbers 
of men, more than enough to do the 
work. 
There are many idle men 
there. 


L ife prisoners cannot be transferred 
from the state prison to the new St. 
Cloud reformatory’ until they have 
served a sentence equivalent to 21 
years, and they cannot even then be 
paroled by the board of managers 
without the approval of the govenor. 
With the 13 years the Youngers have 
already been imprisoned, counting in 
the customary allowance for good 
time, they will have served an equiv­ 
alent to 21 years by May 27th, 1893. 
The scheme is now said to be to have 
them removed to the reformatory, 
and then secure 
their release or 
parole.

A ll Off Year. 
The November elections in the ten 
states occurred on 
Tuesday, 
and 
while the result is not one to cause 
exulation in republican ranks, there 
is no reason why the party should feel 
disheartened or attribute the cause to 
other reasons than local strifes and 
the fact that it is an off year. 
In Ohio 
the nomination of Foraker for gover­ 
nor for a third term was conceded to 
be a calamity to the party from the

convention in 1888, and he was doom­ 
ed to defeat from the opening of the 
campaign although his sanguine ad­ 
mirers and political leaders hoped to 
pull him through. 
The result in Ohio 
is more easily accounted for than in 
Iowa, where the result is as much a 
surprise to the democrats as to the 
republicans, where the only politi­ 
cal somersault took place. 
But for 
all that no one believes that Iowa will 
remain a democratic state. 
Prohibi­ 
tion, of course, cut quite a figure in 
the result. 
The 
democrats very 
shrewdly managed to unite the fac­ 
tions of the license and free whisky 
parties against the republican candi­ 
date for governor. 
Again he was 
pictured to be the tool of the railroad 
corporations, and the Farmer’s Alli­ 
ance, a strong organization in that 
state, combined against him with 
other societies who demanded re­ 
trenchment in railroad legislation. 
These strong combinations weakened 
the whole state ticket. 
It is hoped 
that our democratic friends will gain 
enough satisfaction from these off- 
year results to last them until N o­ 
vember. '92, when the old time repub­ 
lican majorities will be recorded.

Eight cowboys started with a drove of cattle 
from the stock yards bound lor Clay county, 
across the Missouri river. The steers refused 
to cross the bridge, and upon being urged 
stampeded. 
Before the cattle were driven 
back andeorraled at the river's bank eight of 
them broke away from the hero and had 
started on a tour of the city. 
As some of 
the streets were crowded with church people, 
the excitement was great. Finan.v each of 
the escaped steers was killed or returned to 
its herd

Mass., hav­ 
ing shot himself*. He had not been seen for 
several days. 
(.apt. Martin L. Booze, a well known citi­

.1. Carey. Carey charged that Booze had 
been too intimate with Mrs. Carey. 
He lay 
in waiting for Booze and shot him twice. 
Boozze's condition is serious.

The old Cherokee detailed thesun'ound- 
ings so minutely that Parker, 
with the In­ 
dian’s son and E<J Davis u printer easily 
found the spot, and, by digging unearthed 
harness irons, wagon tiieK. pieces of chains, 
etc. This convinced them the old Cherokee # 
story was true, J Parker ©ays further that 
in I879he went toseeCol. York, the leader of 
the pursuers ol the Benders of Fort Seott, 
and asked him what he thought of the re­ 
ported capture of the Benders in Colorado. 
His response, made with a knowing look, 
was, that when he was tin-sole survivor ol 
the band he would tell tho fnte of the Ben­ 
der#, but until then he must be silent.

W ashington, Special Telegram, Nov. 2.— 
“We arc a .state,” remarked Congressman 
Hansbrough, us lit* shook hands w ith Sen­ 
ator 
Moody, 
after 
the 
cor­ 
respondent had informed them that the 
proclamation admitting North and South 
Dakota had been issued. 
An enthusiastic 
Dakotan suggested that the phrase should 
read: 
“ We are tw o,” which was accepted 
by the representatives of both states. 
The 
proclamation was issued from the state de­ 
partment about 4:30. 
It has been more 
more than thirteen years since a similar 
proc lamation was issued. 
In 1870 the state 
of Colorado w as admitted by proclamation 
of 
(ien. 
Grant, 
and 
Ham ilton 
Fish 
attested the document as sec retary of state 
President Harrison issued two proclama­ 
tion# and they are worded almost indenti- 
cally the same. 
The matter as to which is 
tirst is left to the future for settlement. 
“ I 
will born them both together,” said 1’resi- 
dent Harrison. 
“They were one and I w ill 
make them twins,” and that is about the 
size of it. They are twins and all matters 
o f precedence arc to lie settled by the senate 
when c ongress assembles. 
The* question as 
to w hether the proclamations would have 
to be promulgated in Bismarck and Pierre 
Before the stat«*s were admitted is settled by 
the proc lamations, which dec lare that the 
states are admitted on this second day of 
November, 1889. 


DAKOTANS FULL OF JOY. 
The Dakotan# in Washington to-night 
area happy party. 
They have congratu­ 
lated each other again and again. 
“ It is 
w hat we have fought for, and after many 
years have attained,” was the exclamation 
o f each as he shook hands with bin friends. 
Although it ha» been expected hourly for 
several days, the actual fact that the great 
Territory of Dakota Is no more*, and that 
instead there are two great and glorious 
state's with equal privilege*# o f the original 
thirte en, makes the representatives o f these 
twins feel esj*ecially happy and jubilant.

The following di>pateh was sent 
from the executive munsiou at 4 o ’cloc k by 
Secretary Blai no to Governors Mellette and 
Miller of North and South Dakota: 
The last act in the M<iiai*#ioD of the two P m 
kota* as state# in the I’ll toil was conrpletecj this 
afternoon a t the executive mansion at 3 o'clock 
and 40 minutes by the president signing at that 
moment the proclam ations required by the law 
for the admission ol the two states. The article 
on prohibition subm itted separately In each 
«tat<* w u adopted in both. Tlie artic le provid 
ing for m inority representation In South Dakota 
was rejected by tie* people. Till# i* the first in 
stance in the history of tin* national jrovern- 
meut of twin states 
North and South Dakota 
entered the L uion a t the same moment.

for the purposes of tlie act, be divided on tlie 
seventh standard parallel, produced due west to 
the western boundary of said territory*, and th a t 
the delegates elected, as therein provided, to the 
constitutional convention in districts south of 
said parallel, should, a t the time prescribed in 
tlie act, assemble in convention ut the city of

Whereas, It was provided by the said act th at 
I the delegates elected as aforesaid should, after 
they had met and organised, declare on l*ehalf of 
i the people of South D akota th at they adopt the 
| constitution of the United States; whereupon 
i the said convention should be authorized to 
! form a constitution and state government for 
| the proposed state of South Dakota; and 
Whereas, It was provided by said act that the 
; constitution so adopted should be republican in 
! form and make no distinction in civil or politi- 
; cal rights on account of race or color, except as 
S to Indians not taxed, and not l*e repugnant to 
the constitution of the United States and the 
! principle* of the Declaration of bidependence, 
ami the convention should by an ordinance ir- 
i revocable without the consent of tlie United 
j States, and the people of said states, make cer- 
! tain provisions preserilied in said act; and 
Whereas, It was provided by said act that the 
constitution of North Dakota aud South Dakota 
should, respectively, incorporate au agreement, 
to lie reached in accordance witli the provisions 
of the act, for an equitable division of all prop­ 
erty belonging to the Territory of Dakota, the 
disposition of all public records, aud also forthe 
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a p p o rtio n m e n t of the debts and lia b ilities of 
said territory, and that each of said states 
should obligate Itself to pay its proportion o| 
such debts aud liabilities, the same as if they 
had been created by such states respectively;

Whereas, It wa* provided by said act th a t a t 
the election of delegates to the constitutional

legislative districts and such amend merits as 
might Is* necessary in order to comply with the

W hereas, It was provided by said act th a t the 
constitution formed for the people of South Da- 
kato should by au ordinance of the convention 
forming the same, be subm itted to the jteople of 
South D akota a t an election to l>c held therein 
on the first Tuesday in October, 1889, for rati­ 
fication or rejection, by the qualified voters of 
said proposed state, aud th a t the returns of said 
election should (>e made to the secretary* of the 
Territory of Dakota, who, with the governor 
and chief justice thereof, or any two of them, 
should canvara the same, ami if a m ajority of 
the legal votes cast should Is* for the constitu­ 
tion, the governor should certify the result, to 
tbe president of the United states, together with 
a statem ent of the votes east thereon und upon 
separate articles or propositions, and a copy of 
said constitution, article#, proposition# 
and 
ordinances; and 
Whereas, It has l<een certified to me by the 
governor of the Territory of Dakota that at tbe 
aforesaid election for delegates rhe “Sioux Kails 
constitution” was submitted to tlie people of 
the proposed State of South Dakota, as pro­

A Tour of tlie Great Newspaper Build­ 
ing, Which the Pioneer Press 
Occupies. 


The New Home of the Northwestern 
Newspaper Union. 


St. Paul hu# the moat magnificent 
news 
paper building in the world. 
Such a »tute 
nn-nt i# n criterion of the progress of the 
West. That the journals of old enpitui# 
and commercial centers ore Mttrpasscd in 
their abodes by n newspaper of the Occident 
tells at once of bot h the vast resources of 
the country und the enterprise of her people. 
The building la a great building among t he 
buildings of the country. 
Chaste and simple 
in design, gigantic in proportions and o!o 
guilt in execution, it would, as an example 
of architecture und an 
embodiment 
of 
improvements, be a proud addition to the 
buildings of any city In the world, but a# 
the licme of u newspaper, n# the representa­ 
tive of the latter’# solidity, growth udd enter­ 
prise, it i# pre-eminent among structure# of 
It# class. It was 
not build»*d in a day. 
Like all great structures reared to watch 
the years pa*# by for corning centuries, it 
has l#**n buiided with nicest cure. 
In the 
early part of 1888 the work of tearing 
away the old stone building which was for 
years occupied by a long estulili#hed com­ 
mission 
house, 
wa* 
commenced, 
und 
since then 
the 
work has never entirely 
ceased. 
The removal ol the gray tenant ol 
by-gone years wa# but the pro timinary work 
lit preparing forllte erection of it# stately 
successor. 
To prevent Mother Earth from 
yielding beneath the immense burden to be 
placed upon her, 600 pile# were driven deep 
into the ground, 
where the bed rock wa# 
fringed by yielding clay. These were sawed 
off some distance below the surface, and up­ 
on their top# were placed a layer of heavy 
concrete, varying !rom #ix to ten feet

thickness. Again upon thi# was laid a coarse 
of footing stone. That the work was right­ 
ly begun has U#-en thoroughly proved, for the 
building, with its weight ol thirteen stork# 
of brick, stone and iron, has settled in all 
the months since it wa# rapped by the cor­ 
nice but a minnfe traction of an inch.

each furnish heat, steam and power to the 
dependent colony of tenants. 
An artesian 
well flowing at the rate of 300 gallons a 
minute furnishes all the water needed. The 
light from a skylight in the roof makes ilie 
boiler room ucomparatively pleasant place. 
Retracing one's step totbe rotunda, tlie ele­ 
vators are tlie subject of interested exami­ 
nation as they flush up nnd down at the 
rate of 300 eet a minute. 
Ii travel demands, 
they can double the speed, but as it is, the 
vistor reaches the top story far more quick­ 
ly than he who climbs the stairway to the 
next floor. Two ofthe elevator# will eventu­ 
ally run to the floors above the fifth, while 
the other two will attend to the service be­ 
low. 
Between the four elevators a w inding 
staircase coils round nnd round until it 
reaches the top. The elevator carries the 
visitor rapidly by floor ufn-r floor of office*, 
so arranged that they may be used singly or 
en suite.

THE NORTHWESTERN NEWS T A P E R UNION 
is furnisned with commodisus, elegant and 
convenient quarters on the eleventh floor of 
thiiC magnificent structure, all of tbecomplete 
suite ol rooms on tlie north side and a por­ 
tion of those on the west being occupied for 
their purpose. It is scarcely necessary to say 
that the friends and patrons of the North­ 
western Newspaper Union are cordially in­ 
vited to inspect these rooms and make a 
tour ofthe Pioneer Press building, when 
ever business or pleasure calls them to St. 
Paul. A flight of iron steps leads to the 
twelfth floor, the quarters ofthe compositors, 
Along the ent ire front extends the compos­ 
ing room. The ceiling is twenty-five feet 
above 
the 
floor. 
Ranged 
along 
by 
windows are the cases for seventy-two men. 
The frame# are ntude of wrought iron and 
are tilled with new type. The emptying and 
standing galleys are madeofsolid brass plate, 
resting upon strong wrought iron frames, 
and cost $1,400. a featureot newspaper equip­ 
ment found in no other composing room in 
the country. Twenty trucks that cost $200 
each are used to carry the pages to the ster- 
eotying room. Over the tables and cases are 
electric lights and gas jets, to 1>© used in case 
of improbable accidents to the former system.

M ost house plants 
are watered 
to much in winter. 
Even in green­ 
houses, where a uniform and higher 
tem perature th a n is 
possible 
in 
m ost living-room s is m aintained, 
the evil is more a p t to be from to 
much rath er th an to little water. 
Unless the 
plants are kept warm 
enough to grow rapidly, w ater is 
an injury. 


Tobacco leaves or a few stalks 
of tansy, sweet fern, or anything 
of strong odor p u t in the lien’s 
nest will in m any cases keep them 
free from lice. Sulphur in the nests 
is excellent. 
But if the dust bath 
is 
kept 
in good condition 
and 
changed from week to week there 
will lie little need of other remedies. 
The fowls will dust themselves and 
so keep clean. 


In the absence of milk, an excellent 
food for y’oung pigs, says Henry 
Stew art, can be made up ofpotatoes 
boiled and mashed with the w ater in­ 
to a th in paste and mixed with a suffi­ 
cient q u an tity of corn meal and bran, 
so th a t when it is cool it can be lifted 
with a shovel. 
This m ixture is not 
only extremely’ nutritious, but it is a 
well balanced and healthful food, for 
growing, as well as fattening pigs. 


W H O LESO M E FO O D . 
Dr. John T. Nagle, of the bureau of 
v ital statistics, New York, is in favor 
of a pretty liberal diet. 
He a ttri­ 
butes a great deal of the dyspepsia 
and nervousness, 
though, to the 
Americans eating too highly season­ 
ed lood. 
Another physician agrees 
with the view th a t the American peo­ 
ple habitually eat too quickly. 
He 
says: 
“ Indigestible foods are h ard to be 
specified, because w hat some people 
digest easily others can not. 
An in- 
digestible article of food is boiled cab­ 
bage. This takes four hours to digest, 
while koM-slaw only takes one hour. 
Tripe is hard to digest. 
Fried m eats 
nre^ always 
indigestible. 
Always 
have the m eat broiled. 
Bread fresh 
and h o t should be avoided. Bread 
one dav old is best. 
Highly season­ 
ed foods are n o t generubly good, al­ 
though some people m ust have them 
seasoned. W hat agrees with one will 
not agree with another. I think 
Americans eat too m any sweets, but 
they are a sweet-eating people.”

This is, perhaps, a fortunate 
fact, for if bees merely collected honey 
instead of m anufacturing it, this 
poisoned honey m ight be stored in 
their cells, and poison those who 
consumed it. The spraying, even of j 
the apple, need no t 
1m? done while 
the trees are in blossom. I t is true 
th a t the codling m oth usually de­ 
posits her eggs in the blossom end of 
the apple, bu t until the fruit is as 
large as a w alnut, th e blossom end 
is turned upw ards. After this the 
weight of the apple bends the fruit 
over. 
Between the tim e of blossom ­ 
ing and the fruit I lending down with 
its ow n weight, the spraying m ay be 
done w ithout danger of injury to 
liees. There is, therefore, no incom­ 
patib ility lietween the fruit-growing 
and lroney-producing industries if 
the proper precautions are observed.

After this the 
weight of the apple bends the fruit 
over. 
Between the time of blossom­ 
ing and the fruit tending down with 
its ow n weight, the spraying may be 
done w ithout danger of injury to 
liees. T hen'is, therefore, no incom­ 
patibility between the fruit-growing 
and honey-producing industries if 
the proper precautions are observed.

. A Frightful Accident. 
Judge Geo. W. Holland was seri­ 
ously, if not fatally, injured on Satur­ 
day night of last week by being 
thrown from a carriage behind a run­ 
away team.

The greatest 
sympathy is expressed on all sides 
and it is sincerely hoped by every 
person in the city that he will recover 
as his death would be a calamity, not 
only at home but to the entire north­ 
ern part of the state.

. A Frightful Accident. 
Judge Goo. W. Holland was seri­ 
ously, if not fatally, injured on Satur­ 
day night of last week by being 
thrown from a carriage behind a run­ 
away team. A party of ladies and 
gentlemen had been attending a party 
at the residence of Miss Fannie Louise 
Smith, near Perch Lake in Cass 
county, and were returning about I 
o’clock. The carriage in which Judge 
Holland was riding also contained 
Alec. McNaughton, Miss Ella Robin­ 
son and Miss Lizzie Tennis. During 
the ride the carriage collided with a 
stump and the pole was broken. It 
was discovered and was repaired as 
well as could be by straps and it was 
thought to be safe enough until the 
party would arrive at their homes, 
which was only a short distance, 
but it seems that when the vehicle 
came ujxm the Mississippi wagon 
bridge the pole parted again and let 
the carriage upon tne horses’ heels 
and they started on a run and soon 
became unmanageable, the unguided 
carriage plunging from side to side 
nearly half way over the bridge. Mr. 
McNaughton jumped from his seat 
and endeavored to stop the frightened 
horses but a sudden plunge brought 
the carriage up against the bridge 
timbers and went to pieces, throwing

A blood 
vessel in the brain was ruptured and 
which bas resulted in paralysis of his 
right side. 
All that medical aid 
could do has been done for him, and 
it is thought that he is a little easier 
to day, although he is by no means 
out of danger. 
The physicians state 
that if the blood absorl>s and doe.*- 
not clot in his brain he will probably 
recover, but if not, inflammation will 
set in with fatal results. The greatest 
sympathy is expressed on all sides 
and it is sincerely hoped by every 
person in the city that he will recover 
as his death would be a calamity, not 
only at home but to the entire north­ 
ern part of the state. 
The other members of the party 
were not injured to any extent ex­ 
cepting a few bruises and scratches. 
It is the greatest wonder in the 
world that some of them were not 
precipitated into the river below ou­ 
tlie bridge is not a tight one, only be­ 
ing guarded by a slight railing.
